The;; "Countiy-sellers"' organ do- 
nies that tho sa-ving clauses of the 
othorvvise fatal PiU wero forced upon 
the GoYornmont; it denies that tho 
Bill is matorially affected thereby, or 
that any member or follower of tlio 
Goyernmeut intimated anything of 
the sort.

JuDOMEMT. — The Lord Chancellor and 
the Lords Justices gave judgment on 
Moiulfty, in an appeal from a dociaiou of 
the late Vice-chancellor Wickensns to a 
bequest to a child who was the issue of 
a marriage between a man and a sister of 
his deceased wife. The facta wore tlie.so: 
James Occleston, on August 13, 1802, 
went through the ceremony of marriage, 
at Noufchatol, witli Maragaret Lewis, his 
deceased wife's sister. By Margaret 
Lewis he hadtwochildrsn — one Cathariiio 
Occloilon, and another Edith Occleston, 
born, respectivelv, in 18(i3 and 18G6. By 
his will, dated July <lth, 18(38, ho be- 
([ueathod the income of a portion of his 
estate to trustees, in trust for his sister- 
in-law, Margaret Lewis, for her life. an<l, 
on her death, "for his reputed children, 
Catherine Oocleston and I5dith Occleston, 
and all tlie other ohildren which he might 
havo, or bj reported to have, by tho said 
.Margaret Lewis, tli'jn born, or thereafter 
to bo burn, as lonanta in common." At 
the date of the testator's will, Margaret 
Lewis wiMciiet'.iiitr, and on Jan. G, l*i6'.>, 
she had a child, which tho chief clerk 
of the late Viee-chancellor certified was 
named JIargaret Occleaton, otherwise 
Lewis Margaret Lewis. The mother died 
on January IV, 1809. The testator died 
in 1870. Tho quoatiou was, whether 
Margaret Occleston, otherwise Lewis, 
was entitled to share with her sistera in 
the above stated bequest. The late Vice- 
CliancoUur decided that question in tiio 
negative. The Lord Chaiicftllor, in ex- 
pressing his eoiicurreiieo in the judf.,'- 
ment of the lata Vice-Cliancellor, said 
that, oecordiug to cases hitherto decided, 
Margaret Occleston not having obtained 
the reputation of being a natural child of 
tho testator when tiio will wns made, was 
not entitled to jiartieiiiate in tho bequest 
to his natural children. The Lords juati- 
cea, however, were of opinion th»t she 
wfAS entitled to share ccinally with hor 
sisters in the bequest, because, between 
the date of his will and his deatli, a child 
was born, in tho knoM-ledge of the testa- 
tor, of tho body of Margaret Lewis, the 
mother, and he designated that child 
Margaret Occleston in the registration of 
births. The result of difl'eroni'o in opin- 
ion was, that the decision of the late Vico- 
GhancoUor was reversed. -- London Globe, 
Jan. 26//t.
